Spanish War in

The Spanish Civil War is in tts 25th month, with the outcome 
more unpredictable than ever. The victory which insurgents ap- 
eared to be grasping a few months ago has eluded Gen. Francisco 
Franco. The Loyalists have suddenly and unexpectedly begun 
winning battles. In the following dispatch, Harold Ettlinger of the 
United Press staff in Paris, tells what it means to neutral military 
experts, and why.—EDITOR.

It will mean the closing of ab-| 
sorption plants which at present 
process several thousand barrels of 
gasoline daily from the gas and will 
result in preventing wastage of | 
about 200,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
daily. 

According to 1938 tests of gas 
wells in the valley, total possible 
field output is about 383,750,000 
cubic feet per day, or about 10,500 
million cubic feet per month—of 
which 1,200 million cubic feet, 
about 11 per cent, has been found 
to be the market demand for the 
month.

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A Real Authority 


No one has a greater right to speak on 
the German peril than Winston Churchill, 
whose article in The Bulletin today on Hit- 
ler’s war games is couched on so ominous 
a note. For years he warned England of 
the storm that was brewing beyond the 
Rhine. He was the first man in the House 
of Commons to prove that Germany, as 
far back as 1932, had broken the military 
clauses of the Versailles Treaty and was 
arming on a gigantic scale. The air 
strength of the Third Reich was an open 
book to him when more gullible politicians 
stifl pitied Germany as a giant in chains. 
Opponents laughed at him as a prophet of 
doom; but they now see Germany armed 
and insurgent and know that his predic- 
tions have come true with tragic speed. 

So that, when Churchill refuses to call 
the manoeuvres on the Czech border an 
idle exercise for languid troops, but sees 
in them a possible prelude to war, he has 
an unrivalled claim to be heard. 

Other men have been alarmists: Mr. 
Churchill on this subject is almost a pro- 
phet, 

He asks nations that love peace to or- 
ganize their military strength to check 
Hitler, who may be lured into a sudden 
thrust at Prague by a fancied superiority 
over democracies too indolent or complac- 
ent to guard against danger. 

Last week Mr. Eden stressed the need 
of making sacrifices for peace so that 
democracy might endure. Now Mr. 
Churchill endorses that call to action. 

Already part of his plea has been an- 
swered. The British home fleet will be 
in the North Sea on September 6, the very 
day the Nazi congress at Nurnberg opens. 
Just prior to the war in 1914, Churchill, 
as First Lord of the Admiralty, sent the 
fleet to the same place. 

He would be the first to hope that this 


coincidence will be a precaution, and not 
an omen, 
For he does not want war. He urges 


England to be ready to defend peace, not 
to go on a career of conquest. It is a 
divided democracy, an unarmed democ- 
racy, that gives war makers their chance 
to overwhelm the world in the brutal 
tragedies of aggression, 

Mr. Churchill has hung out a red light. 
If statesmen are alert, the danger may be 
avoided. Complacency in an hour of peril 
is an invitation to suicide. 

A few years ago Winston Churchill 
spoke at the Oxford debating union. The 
chairman, recalling his triumphs at the 
naval department in the Great War, in- 
troduced him as follows: “Gentlemen, 
gaze on the face that launched a thousand 
ships.” 

Perhaps if men gaze intently on hijs 
solemn warning issued today and heed his 
eloquent plea there will be no need for 
young men to go down to the sea in ships 
this year as was necessary in 1914. 


Labor Day 


It is a wise custom which sets aside 
one day each year as a public tribute to 
labor. For in the rush and turmoil of life 
it is only too likely that the services of- 
fered by working people would otherwise 
pass unheeded and without their due meed 
of recognition. This holiday is open and 
eloquent testimony that their work is 
worthy of the thanks of the whole com- 
munity. 

In Europe Labor Day is often 
casion for clashes between rival

strife, as masters and men. No such hate- 
ful terminology applies here. No rigid bar- 
rier divides class from class, and no self- 
respecting employee would consent to have 
his employers described as his master. 

In Canada industry is a partnership 
between all the agents contributing to its 
efficiency. That is why Labor Day is 
marked by festivities and not by feuds, as 
in Europe on May 1. 

But a caution must be cherished even 
on this holiday. There will be no true 
bor Day until all working people will have 
again found the opportunity to work.

Disturbed France 


This is not the first time that French 
labor ‘finds itself pitted against Premier 
Daladier. Nor is it the first time that the 
Radical Socialist leader pleads the threat 
of a German attack as an excuse for 
whittling away working class privileges. 

In 1933 he was forced out of office 
when he slashed civil service salaries in 
order to get money to keep pace with Nazi 
rearmament. The next year the Stavisky 
scandal, coupled with friction in Europe, 
again took the reins of power out of his 
grasp. He hecame premier this year in 
April, when Leon Blum fell. 

Already workers in certain plants have 
agreed to accept the forty-five hour week. 
But Daladier’s plan calls for extension of 
this principle to include eight million 
workers. That is why the biggest trade 
union in France protests. The battle is 
now on. 

Certain economic facts are on the 
premier’s side. The social reforms won 
by Blum were too drastic. Living costs 
are up, the frane is wobbly, and produc- 
tion costs have mounted by about twenty 
per cent. Daladier is on sound ground in 
arguing that something must be done if 
France is to avoid a severe economic 
collapse, 

But Blum, in his paper, Le Populaire, 
called this program ‘‘troubling and disturb- 
ing.”’ The ex-premier charges that under 
the guise of a national arms emergency 
Daladier really hopes to sabotage all the 
hard-won triumphs of the Popular Front. 

Daladier, in reply, says that Blum is 
playing his old game of blocking national

Behind the Palestinian Riots 


To what extent are the troubles in Palestine 
due to Italian and German intervention behind 
the scenes? The question is raised and in part, 
answered by the Week of London. 

Italian propaganda in the Near East against 
British rule is an old story, but the Week claims 
that Rome’s efforts to increase unrest are being 
intensified in the hope of forcing the British to 
ratify the Anglo-Italian pact without waiting 
for withdrawal of troops from Spain, as pro- 
vided in the document itself. 

A strange angle of the situation is the exist- 
ence on the Jewish side of the Palestine dispute 
of a tiny but troublesome minority group known 
as the “Revisionists,” whose nationalistic aims 
and social outlook are similar to those of the 
Fascists. It was one of their number who was 
executed recently for firing at a busload of 
Arabs, The Week says that “terrorist bands of 
both people (Jewish and Arabs) are being 
financed from Rome and Berlin.” The Week 
declares: 

“A curious feature of the situation is that 
both the Italians and Germans are now openly 
-—though not yet in print—-boasting of their 
achievements, in a manner somewhat reminis-

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—It is four years 
since Great Britain paid anything to the United 
States on account of the war debt, and during 
the greater part of this period there has been 
little public discussion of the subject. 

All at once, however, interest has revived in 
the question of resumption of 
payments. Just before Parlia- 
ment rose Lord Samuel, former 
leader of the Opposition Lib- 
erals in the House of Commons, 
initiated a debate in the House 
of Lords with a suggestion that 
something should be, done He 
urged payment on a reduced 
scale but on one sufficient to 
secure American acceptance, 


Since then hardly a day has 
passed without a leading article in one paper or 
another, a rumor of negotiations, or a denial of 
such rumor. And, as The Economist remarks, 
the striking thing is that “every contribution to 
the discussion either asserts or tacitly, and, per- 
haps, regretfully, accepts the desirability of re- 
sumption of payments.” 

Not that this country has a guilty conscience 
in the matter, “It would be hard to find more 
than a handful of Englishmen who do not be- 
lieve that the course we pursued from the Ar- 
mistice to the default was justified on the highest 
moral grounds,” The Economist continues. 


The difference is that “to the end of removing 
this irritating obstacle to understanding be- 
tween the two nations most people in Great Bri- 
tain would be willing to pay something more 
than the nothing they believe to be the only just 
figure.... 

“The war debt problem is thus in effect 
rapidly being reduced to the practical one: How 
much? What is the highest figure within her 
financial capacity that Great Britain would be 
prepared to shoulder and is this figure within 
bargaining reach of the lowest that America 
wouid be willing to accept?

Your Health on mask mecor 


Rheumatic fever is a disease restricted largely 
to children and young adults. 
ance comes from the fact that it is very likely to 
produce a heart injury. The heart may be dam- 
aged even though the child has only a mild form 
of the disease. 

In many instances children have this form of 
rheumatism in such a mild degree that the par- 
ents believe it to be unimportant and the child 
therefore does not receive the necessary care 
which would protect the heart. 

For example, children who complain of 
“growing pains” are possibly suffering from 
rheumatic fever Such pains are usually in- 
definite and occur in the legs. The child men- 
tions tnat the legs hurt but as the pain soon dis- 
appears, the parent thinks no more about it. Yet, 
these vague pains may indicate the presence of 
rheumatic fever and point to the danger of a 
possible heart involvement. 

For some reason as yet unexplained, rheuma- 
tic fever is about fifteen times as common among 
children living in a temperate climate as among 
those living in the tropics. It possesses a definite 
seasonal incidence and the number of cases 
usually rises during the colder and wetter 
months, It is far more common in cities than 
in rural districts and a suitable soi) for its de- 
velopment is prepared by continued poverty. 

As I have already stated, the only symptom 
may be the presence of vague pains in the legs, 
but in the more severe cases there are definite 
symptoms in the joints. The affected joints be- 
come hot, swollen, red and painful. As a general 
rule, only two or three joints will be involved at 
any one time. These remain painful for a few 
days after which the symptoms then shift to 
other joints. 

The rise in temperature which occurs is re- 
sponsible for the disorder being referred to as 
rheumatic fever. In addition to the joint sore- 
ness and the fever, the patient exhibits a marked 
increase in the white cells of the blood, which 
increase will be discovered through making 
blood tests. 

The form of rheumatic fever which is most 
common is the recurring form. The patient will 
be troubled for a time, then al] of his symptoms 
will subside and he will be free from them for a 
considerable period, after which another flare-up 
occurs. 

Once the joint symptoms develop it is usual 
for the parent to concentrate all his attention on 
the joints and he may then overlook the heart 
injury which is threatening. The consensus of 
medical opinion is that the joint signs are re- 
latively unimportant and that the heart involve- 
ment which occurs almost secretly is in reality 
the important part of the disease. After the heart 
is affected, the child may complain of tiring 
quickly or of weakness and is hence less active 
than other children of the same age,

Nowedays when an important job 
is given by a high official to one 
of his own family, we call it nepot- 
ism. But it was apparently all right 
in “the olden days,” because after 
Lord Elgin had accepted the office 
| of governor - general of Canada, in 
1846, he had to select a military 
secretary. And on Sept. 3, 1846, he 
chose his own brother. It is true 
that Colonel Bruce, who had oc- 
cupied a similar office when Lord 
Elgin was governor of Jamaica, was 
a most capable official. He was of 
great assistance to our first con- 
stitutional governor, and he had to 


accept, for a time, a reduction in 
pay by coming to Canada. Still he 
was the governor's brother, and 


naturally there were people who 
protested, 

Reading over the correspondence 
which preceded Elgin’s acceptance 
of the governorship. which he ‘did 
not want and which he was only 
persuade: to take by personal pres- 
sure from Queen Victoria (a mighty 
good thing for Canada!) it is inter- 
esting to note that his chief objec- 
tion was that absence from England 


might spoil his chances of public 
life in Britain. He was a Scottish 
peer and, therefore, eligible for 


election to the House of Commons, 
and had great political ambitions, 
which he did not wish to abandon, 
But, like the great Ear! Durham, 
his father-in-law, who had the same 
objections. he subordinated them to 
public duty
